HAS HEARING 


A;Ne\v York paper is of Ilic opinion tliat many congress- 


men and legislators voted lo ratify Hie prohibition amendment 
.while not believing in prohibition, and that many are now 
supporting Woman's suffrage in the same insincere manner. 
The paper says it would be pleasant lo believe that all of these 
men are guided by honest conviction, but finds it dillicult to 
'do this. 
It adds: "When a measure like prohibition or wom- 


an's suffrage gels under way and is evidently winning, the 
average politician is inclined (o jump'bn the band wagon and 
be ready (o acclaim himself as a staunch adherent of a cause, 
whether it be right or -wrong in principle." 


Without doubt thi.s is a correct view. There is every reason 


to-believe that many law makers choose the line of least re- 
sistance when important questions arc lo be acted upon, and 


. that many .vole against Ihcir convictions for Ihc sake of being 
on what they deem lo be Hie popular side. 


This is, perhaps, a weakness of human nature and to be 


accepted as such, but it is not a manly course, nevertheless. 
.11 is the duty of a legislator, whether in Congress or a Cily 
Council, (o acquaint himself with all the facts concerning any 
question on which he is called to ad, and then lo act in'ac- 
cordance with his convictions, however unpopular (hey may 
•be. 
Any other course is the course of-cowardice and self- 


seeking, resulting in many instances in loading the statute and 
ordinance books with most undesirable laws and regulations 


• which arc neither respected nor obeyed. 


13ut this shortcoming is nol confined'entirely (o men in 


public station.- It is altogether loo common in Ihc rank and 
lile of our citizenship. 
As Ihis paper has before pointed out, 


there arc many men who will sign petitions to Ihe mayor of a 
city for Ihis, that and the other thing in order lo please the 
petitioners and Ihe friends of Ihe movement, and then quietly 
request thai their signatures be disregarded. 
This is one of 


(he cheapest and most cowardly things a man can do, but 
init many men have been known lo do il who would ordinarily 
be considered above any such underhanded business. 


' As long as such a despicable" spirit and such conduct are to 


be. found in the ranks it will be in vain to look for unalloyed 
sincerity on the part of all who arc elevated to high positions 
in public life. "The stream cannot rise higher than ils source." 


To withstand popular clamor for (he sake of one's principles 


is many limbs a very unpleasant thing lo do, but lhaf is what 
public officials should do, and private citizens as well. 
If all 


.would do that, real public sentiment would be known and re- 
'siills in Iheiong run would be better Ihan they arc now. 


Honesty is said to be Ihc best policy, bul il is lo be feared 


lhat in Ihe political world it is uol always so regarded. Com- 
mon observation leaches (hat (here is allogelhcr loo much 
dodging and trimming on the parl of (hose who have (he shap- 
ing'of public affairs, and for whose presence in office Ihe 
public is responsible. 


We hear muck aboul taking this thing and that thing "oul 


o)' politics," bul what really needs to be taken out of politics 
is the in'sinccrily thai leads'lo mounting the'band wagon for 
the sake o_f being, on the popular side, regardless of one's 
honest convictions.
